INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever.  11  cases  were  notified  and  were  spread  evenly  over  the  whole  year  and  were  in  no  case,  except 
three  cases  at  Shalboume,  anything  but  sporadic.  One  case  notified  as  scarlet  fever  was  diagnosed  as  measles 
on  arrival  at  Hospital  and  this  case  (in  a  child  age  4  months)  unfortunately  was  hopeless  from  the  commencement 
and  died.  This  case  is  returned  by  the  Registrar  General  as  a  death  from  measles,  but  is  entered  among  my  cases 
of  scarlet  fever. 


Diphtheria.  The  district  was  free  from  this  disease  during  the  whole  year,  in  fact  no  case  has  been  notified 
since  September  1935. 

Pneumonia.  13  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  at  least  5  of  these  were  treated  either  in  the  Isolation 
or  Savernake  Hospitals.  The  notification  of  this  disease  is  very  complete  in  this  district.  Only  one  of  the  cases  died. 

CEREBO  SPINAL  FEVER.  The  notified  case  was  in  a  child  7  weeks  old  who  died  early  in  January  1938. 

A  case  of  ANTHRAX  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  Savernake  where  it  was  diagnosed  but  it 
was  thought  advisable  to  transfer  it  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  the  patient  reacted  well  to  vaccine  treatment  and 
recovered. 


ERYSIPELAS.  Four  cases  were  notified  and  two  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  10  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  4  of  non-pulmonary  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

There  were  six  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  of  Pulmonary  and  2  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the 
period,  of  thees  one  of  each  had  not  been  previously  notified  to  me.

Work  on 
the  boreholes  is  in  progress  at  Ramsbury  in  preparation  for  the  proposed  water  supply 
for  Ramsbury  Aldbourne  and  Chilton  Foliat.

(cj  Supply  satisfactory  as  to  quantity  during  the  year — The  supply  has  been  mainly 
satisfactory  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  serious  shortage  of  water  at  Ogbourne  St. 
George  during  part  of  the  year,  it  has  been  decided  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of 
providing  this  village  area  with  a  public  supply  of  water.

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  on  both  the  Great  Bedwyn  and  the  Baydon  Supplies, 
and  the  detail  results  are  given  below.  Both  proved  excellent  waters.  In  future  quarterly  samples  will  be  examined 
bacteriologically  in  addition  to  the  annual  chemical  anatysis.

Drainage  and  Sewerage,  (a)  Existing  Schemes — In  Great  Bedwyn  village  there  are  drainage  works  for  waste 

water  only. 

This  drainage  scheme  is  only  for  waste  water  from  sinks  and  baths,  and  was  put  in  over  30  years  ago  by  the 
Marquis  of  Ailesbury  who  was  then  the  owner  of  nearly  all  the  houses  in  the  village.  When  the  houses  were  sold 
in  1929  and  many  owners  came  into  being  the  Council  was  compelled  to  take  over  the  scheme.  The  scheme  has 
three  outfalls  and  the  waste  water  is  treated  by  land  treatment,  and  works  efficiently. 

(b)  New  Schemes — None. 

(c)  General  State — Most  houses  have  sufficient  land  attached  to  them  to  deal  with 
all  liquid  refuse.

Refuse  Collection.  Schemes  for  the  monthly  collection  of  dry  domestic  refuse  have  been  in  operation  in 
the  following  villages  throughout  the  year  : — Baydon,  Aldbourne,  Ramsbury,  Axford,  Chilton  Foliat,  Froxfielcl, 
Little  Bedwyn  and  Chisbury,  Great  Bedwyn,  Shalbourne,  Fyfield,  Lockeridge,  West  Overton,  East  Kennett,  Avebury, 
Broad  Hinton  and  Mildenhall.  Similar  schemes  have  been  arranged  for  and  are  now  in  operation  at  Ogbourne  St. 
George,  Winterbourne  Monkton  and  Berwick  Bassett.  Owing  to  the  presence  of  rats  in  some  of  the  tips  a  professional 
rat  catcher  has  been  employed  to  exterminate  them. 

The  total  cost  per  annum  is  approximately  £192  and  I  would  again  point  out,  as  I  did  last  year,  that  the 
finding  of  suitable  places  to  dump  this  refuse  is  increasingly  difficult,  and  I  must  repeat  that  I  think  the  time  has  now 
come  for  the  Council  to  consider  the  advisability  of  collecting  this  refuse  by  direct  labour,  and  disposing  of  it  ade¬ 
quately.  Only  a.  monthly  collection  is  made  and  only  dry  refuse  is  collected,  and  I  do  not  consider  this  is  sufficient  in 
a  good  many  villages  particularly  places  like  Ramsbury  and  Aldbourne,  and  I  must  ask  the  Council  to  give  consider¬ 
ation  to  this  question  which  I  consider  of  importance  to  the  public  health  of  the  district.
